I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965  on  the  health 
of  this  town. 

The  "^dtal  statistics  for  this  year  indicate  a healthy  and  progressive 
comimirdty  with  an  increasing  population. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  risen  considerably  whilst  the  adjusted 
death  rate  has  dropped  by  approximately  2 per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  has  increased  once  more,  giving  , 
a figure  of  115^  of  the  total  live  births,  as  conpared  with  5.9^  for  the  ^est 
Riding,  This  increased  number  accords  with  the  general  Ife-tional  increase  in 
•the  number  of  illegitimate  births,  and  of  those  who  are  pregnant  at  the  time 
of  marriage,  A most  distressing  feature  of  this  situation  is  the  extreme 
youohfulness  of  many  of  these  mothers. 

The  stillbirth  rate  has  decreased  to  13,9  and  none  of  the  stillbirths 
was  illegitimate.  This  comparative  rate  is  at  variance  with  that  within 
the  County  as  a whole. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  when  dealing  with  such  small  collections 
of  figures  no  firm  inferences  may  be  drawn.  An  increase  or  decrease  of  even 
one  can  alter  the  rates  considerably.  As  an  example  of  such  false  inferences, 

I would  instance  the  illegitimate  stillbirth  rate  in  this  area.  This  might 
be  interpreted  fallaciously  to  indicate  that  in  Elland  the  mothers  of  illegitimate 
babies  received  superior  care  antenally,  and  at  the  confinement,  than  that  of 
married  mothers. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  this 
ar  ea  during  1965. 

Attendances  at  Ante-Natal  Clinics  showed  a sustained  increase.  This  is 
indeed  greatly  to  be  desired.  Although  maternal  deaths  in  England  and  Vfeles 
have  been  more  than  halved  since  the  early  1950 's,  still  an  untoward  proportion 
of  such  deaths  have  had  avoidable  factors.  Many  such  avoidable  factors  are 
directly  attributable  to  inadequate  ante-natal  care. 

There  has  been  a similar  desirable  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances 
at  Relaxation  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  sessions  within  the  area. 

In  June  of  this  year,  a most  undesirable  task  had  to  be  undertaken, 

I mean,  of  course,  that  of  saying  'goodbye’  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Dr,  Frank  Appleton,  It  would  be  gratuitous  of  me  to  extol  his  virtues  to 
you  who  knew  him  so  much  longer  than  I.  Sufficient  it  is  to  say  that  it  was 
with  real  regret  that  this  goodbye  was  said.  He  was  a dedicated  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  an  understanding  Chief,  and  a loyal  friend. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council  for 
the  unsought  honour  they  conferred  upon  me  in  entrusting  this  responsibility 
tender arily  to  me  and  of  the  consideration  they  have  shown  me  throughout. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  are  due  to  colleagues  in  all  departments,  Mr.  Wood, 
and  the  Public  Health  Department  staff  in  particular,  who  were  so  prodigal 
with  their  help,  advice  and  sustenance. 

^fy■  sincere  thanks  are  due  also  to  Dr.  N.E.  Gordon,  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  for  the  combined  areas,  who  made  access  to  all  necessary  data  and 
tables  so  readily  available  to  me.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  estimate  of  the  population  is  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  IS^SSO,  as  conpared  with  13^440  for 
1964;  and  18,357  for  the  1961  Census.  He  considers,  therefore,  that  the 
popijlation  has  increased  by  80  since  last  year.  There  were  355  live  births 
and  240  deaths,  so  that  there  was  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of 

115. 


The  crude  birth  rats  for  the  year  is  19>2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  prexuous  year  of  16. 6,  and  is  0,1  above 
the  rate  for  England  and  /^ales.  This  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted 
by  a comparability  factor  of  1,10  to  bring  it  into  line  with  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  21.1.  This 
compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  I8.4 
and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  -Vkles  of  19»1. 

There  were  39  illegitimate  births,  representing  11.0%  of  the  total  live 
births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  2.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 
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Diaring  the  year,  there  were  5 stillbirths.  This  gives  a rate  of  13,9 
per  1s 000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  16,0  and  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  15.7. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  13.0  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  1 o4  belov/  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  comparability  factor  for 
obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  0,97,  and  using  this  factor  we  have  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  12,6,  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  death  rate  of 
12,4  for  the  Administrative  County  and  11,5  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequencyJ- 

1,  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  - 99  (compared  with  110  in  1964) 

2,  Cancer  - 48  (compared  with  49  in  1964) 

3.  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  - 41  (compared  with  45  in  1964) 

4.  Pneunionia,  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  other  respiratory  diseases  - 17 

(compared  with  18  in  I964) 


Infant  Deaths 

There  were  4 inrant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Elland  dioring  1965, 
and  all  occurred  in  hospital. 

The  infant  death  rate  of  11,3  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  cf  20,7  and  for  England  and  ifeles  of  19.0,  and  has  dropped  from  a rate 
of  22,8  for  this  district  in  1964.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERYIGliS  IN  THE  AREA 

General  provision  of  health  services  throughout  the  area  continues 
to  function  as  in  previous  years. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continued  to  receive 
clinical  mterial  and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while 
chemical  analysis  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lea  Mallinder,  Public 
Analysts,  Halifax, 


Divisional  Ambulance  3er\lce 

Within  the  Brighouse,  Queens bury  ani  Elland  division  there  was  a 
general  decrease  in  the  demands  made  upon  this  service,  except  in  the 
number  of  the  accident  cases  in  which  there  was,  once  more,  a slight  increase 
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Nursing  in  the  Home 


Altogether,  11,454  visits  were  made  to  patients  and  654  cases  were 
treated  during  the  year. 


Domestic  Help  Ser-lce 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  146  cases  in  the  Elland  area  were 
being  provided  with  a Home  Help,  and  65  new  cases  were  attended  during 
the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  141  cases  were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  211  cases  attended  during  1965,  198  were  for  the  care  of 
old  people  and  chronic  sick,  3 were  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  10 
were  maternity  cases.  In  all  the  maternity  cases,  the  Home  Help  was 
provided  for  two  weeks. 


Cli  n-^  (0.S  ana  Treatment  Centres 


The  table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in  Table  5. 


Probably  one  of  the  greatest  boons  provided  is  that  of  chiropody 
and  thi;3  service  continues  to  be  used  to  capacity. 

Altogether  810  old  people  and  16  physically  handicapped  persons 
were  treated  through  the  County  Council  scheme  and  approximately  another 
hundred,  people  were  treated  under  the  scheme  of  the  Stainland  and 
Gx-eetlaad  Nursing  Associations,  Thirty  five  percent  of  the  old  people 
treated  had  tc  be  treated  in  their  own  homes  as  domiciliary  cases. 

There  is  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  under 
the  County's  Scheme  and  a continued  regrettable  increase  in  the  percentage 
of  domiciliary  cases. 

In  general,  patients  continue  to  have  attention  at  bi-monthly 
intervals.  If  the  condition  demands  additional  attention,  this  has  been 
arrajigedo 


Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 

Elland  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  a most  progressive  and 
flourishing  Committee  for  the  welfare  of  elderly  citizens.  The  various 
districts  are  well  represented  and  members  attend  bi-monthly  meetings  with 
evident  enthusiasm.  It  is  indeed  a Committee  where  co-ordination  of  all 
the  relevant  associations  has  been  obtained,  and  maintained,  to  the  general 
benefit  of  all  who  desire  its  help. 


Home  Safety  Committee 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  meets  bi-monthly  and  all  effort  is  made 
to  detijrease  the  numbers  of  accidents  in  the  home.  In  many  instances 
these  could,  with  a little  foresight,  have  been  avoided. 


Excepting  the  occasions  when  houses  and  whole  families  are  burnt, 
there  is  little  drama,  and  no  press  value  is  attached  to  accidents 
occurring  in  the  privacy  of  a household.  Yet  the  number  of  these  is 
tremendous,  deaths  far  exceeding  those  caused  by  many  dreaded  diseases, 
and,  apart  from  those  wb.o  die  as  a result,  many  more  are  crippled  for 
life.

Infectious  Disease 

There  was  little  call  this  year  on  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital 
which  now  takes  our  cases,  only  two  cases  having  to  be  admitted  during  the 
year. 

Tuberculosis 

The  majority  of  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  received 
into  Northowram  Hall  Hospital. 


Maternity 

This  service  continues  as  before.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to 
H\iddersfield  and  Bradford,  but  the  majority  are  delivered  in  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  The  liaison  between  the  hospital  staff  and  that  of  the 
Health  Department  continues  to  be  excellent. 


Old  People 

Hospital  accommodation  provided  for  old  people  who  are  not  acutely 
ill  continues  to  be  difficult.  The  demand  for  such  accommodation  is  as 
great  as  ever  and  may  be  expected  to  increase.

Mfcr.  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  welfare  Officer  for  the  Sterthes 
Hail  Hospital  Area,  which  includes  this  Division,  con^leted  the  Psychiatric- 
Social  ^/orker’s  Course  and  returned  to  us  last  summer,  Dliring  his  abse.nce 
Mrs,  Carter  from  the  neighbouring  Huddersfield  Division,  deputised  for-  hinr. 
The  year  has  seen  further  change  in  our  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers-, 
Mr-,  O’Kane  having  left  to  work  for  another  Authority,  and  he  has  been  rep"' a 
by  Mi: , Burton, 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  posted  with  General  PractitioLers 
and  are  increasingly  being  asked  for  their  help  in  dealing  with  patierdr 
arranging  outpatient  appointments,  and  finding  employment.  It  is 
considered  that  as  much  preventive  care  as  aftercare  is  undertaken  by  tn.o 
Mental  Welfare  Officers,  who  also  continually  support  the  relatives,  a-'.d 
by  new  a good  liaison  exists  between  oior  Officers  and  the  different 
voluntary  agencies  that  are  available  to  help,  and  the  Youth  Enrol 
Officer  has  helped  us  with  employable  subnormal  patients. 
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In-3er''/ice  Training 


The  County  Council  has  arranged  regular  courses  for  in-service  traini.ng 
at  Grantley  Hallp  and  all  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  attended  at  least 
one  of  theseo  In  addition,  fortnightly  seminars  have  been  held  in  Brighouse, 
when  the  Officers  have  the  opportunity  of  discussing  difficult  cases  with  their 
teacher,  Mrs,  Farrow,  Regular  conferences  with  the  Consultants  are  also  held 
at  Storthes  Hall  Hospital,  and  our  Officers  are  encouraged  to  attend  whenever 
possible. 


Psychiatric  Social  Club 

There  is  no  social  club  in  this  Division  but  clubs  are  readily  accessible 
in  neighbouring  districts.  The  Queens bury  patients  go  to  Bradford,  and  those 
from  the  remainder  of  the  Division  attend  the  4U  Club  at  Halifax.  One  of  our 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  attends  this  Club  each  week  and  it  offers  an  effective 
service  for  follow-up  and  supervision  of  several  patients. 

Divisional  Training  Centre 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  twenty-seven  on  the  register 
at  our  Training  Centre,  During  the  year,  there  were  six  discharges  and  seven 
admissions,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  register  was  twenty- 
eight. 

The  T-raining  Centre  is  still  operating  under  difficult  conditions  in  a 
prefrabricated  structure  which  was  formerly  a Day  Nursery.  The  accommodation 
is  limited,  and  corisequently  only  children  can  be  accepted,  although  we  have 
made  exceptioris  in  the  case  of  six  of  the  older  girls  who  have  grown  up  in 
the  Centre,  These  girls  are  engaged  in  industrial  work  for  a period  every 
day  but  unfortunately  the  facilities  are  limited  by  the  fact  that  everythirjig 
has  to  be  cleared  away  for  meals,  physical  training  and  other  activities,  with 
the  result  that  it  is  not  possible  to  install  any  equipment  or  carry  out  any 
specialised  operations.  Nevertheless,  we  have  had  a considerable  range  of 
contract  work,  Including  making  fibre  plant  pots,  bean  bags,  soft  toys  and 
making  up  telephone  books. 

Senior  boys  have  had  to  leave  the  Centre  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
and  at  present  six  are  travelling  daily  to  the  Bradford  Training  Centre, 

Progress  on  the  new  Training  Centre  in  Brighouse  has  been  held  up  by  the 
Government's  financial  policy,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  only  be  a short 
postponement. 

Mental  Subnormalitv 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  VJelfare  Officers  to  all 
defectives  in  the  area  who  are  under  their  care.

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Atmospheric  Pollution 


In  the  report  for  1964i  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  referred  to 
certain  delays  in  your  projected  plans  for  smoke  control,  and  hoped  for 
more  substantial  progress  in  the  future.  That  hope  has  been  justified. 

In  1965,  two  Smoke  Control  Orders,  viz.  the  ELland  (No,2)  Smoke 
Control  Order  and  the  Stainlani  (No,  2)  Smoke  Control  Order,  were  passed 
by  the  Council,  These  Orders  scheduled  to  become  operative  on  the  1st 
September,  1966,  and  the  1st  November,  1966,  respectively,  involved  a 
grand  total  of  746  houses.  Meanwhile,  the  perpetual  question  of  smoke 
and  steam  emissions  from  local  industry  continues.  New  members  raise 
questions,  euid  sviggest  answers,  only  to  find  that  all  such  have  been 
pursued  and  all  possible  avenues  already  investigated. 

In  his  report,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  dilating 
upon  this  subject  with  much  greater  detail.  However,  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  renewed  vigour  in  eradicating  this  nuisance  so  detrimental  to  the 
appearance  of  the  district,  and  of  such  serious  hazard  to  the  health  of 
its  inhabitants. 


Milk  Supply 

Although  we  are  not  responsible  for  the  public  health  aspects  of 
the  production  side  of  milk  supply,  regular  samples  are  taken  from  the 
distributors,  and  all  unsatisfactory  sanples  are  reported  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and.  Food, 

Forty-six  samples  were  taken  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  and,  of 
these,  nine  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  required  following  up. 

Neither  of  the  two  samples  of  sterilised  irdlk  taken  for  the  turbidity 
test  showed  inefficient  sterilisation. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  for  the  phosphatase  test,  and  all  were 
satisfactory. 


PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES- 
Diphtheria  Immuni  sati cn 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Elland  since  1948. 

I consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence  of  this 
disease  which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to  Diphtheria 
Immunisation, 

As  with  previous  years,  the  figures  of  children  immunised  are  given 
in  two  groups,  the  first  being  children  who  have  received  either  an  iiiitial 
or  a booster  dose  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were 
immunised  at  date  preceeding  this.  The  first  group  shows  children  who 
can  be  regarded  as  at  maximum  protection.  Booster  doses  are  given  before 
admission  to  the  primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

175  vaccinations  and  2 re-vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
This  compar-es  with  last  year’s  figures  of  105  vaccinations  and  3 re-vaccinations, 


B.G.Gc  Vaccination 


B.G.Go  vaccination  was  offered  to  525  twelve-year-old  and  thirteen 
year-old  schoolchildren  , Parents  of  422,  or  80%,  consented  to  this  valuable 
mea-sure,  as  compared  with  the  County  average  for  1964  of  71%.  Of  these 
children,  410  were  tested.  55  of  them,  or  14%,  were  found  to  be  positive 
reactors  and  presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and  343 
with  negative  reactions  were  given  B.G.G.  '/accination. 

Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 

Seventy-nine  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  6 of  these  were 
positive,  113  children  received  B.G.G.  vaccination,  including  LO  babies  not 
previously  given  a skin  test. 

The  figures  under  this  section  are  all  Divisional  ones  as  it  is  not 
thought  desirable  to  pinpoint  localities. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  positive  skin 
reactions  obtained  peri  passu  with  the  decreased  exposure  to  infectious  cases. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  records  were  rscei'\;ed  in  respect  of  1371 
persons  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and,  in  addition,  a 
further  371  children  were  given  booster  doses.  To  date,  14^27  persons  in 
this  Di-^/isional  Area  have  completed  a course  of  injections  of  Polio  vaccine 
and  5067  persons  have  been  protected  by  oral  vaccine.

Scarlet  Fever

Act,  1936,  Section  172c 

There  were  11  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year,  as  conpared  with  8 in  1964  3 cases  transferred  into  the  district. 

4 respiratory  cases  recovered  and  were  removed  from  the  register.  2 cases 
removed  from  the  district,  and  2 patients  on  the  register  died  this  year, 
both  males-  The  number  on  the  register  was  thus  increased  by  6 tc  85; 
respiratory  cases 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been  continued  in  the 
Division  and  an  effort  has  been  made  again  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
to  be  investiga'^  ed,  including  the  follow-up  of  X-ray  examination  a'  .„v 
Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  Other  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and 
as  many  as  possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  tne  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits 
the  Division  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation 
in  the  ElLland  Urban  District  is  219  in  respect  of  85  respiratory  cases  on 
the  register. 

Of  the  11  respiratory  cases,  8 were  males-  3 of  these  were  over 
60  years  of  age,  the  oldest  being  69,  and  the  ages  of  the  3 remaining 
males  ranged  from  39  to  50-.  2 of  the  3 remairiing  female  cases  were  aged

The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work  and  to 
distribute  clothing,  coal  and  food  parcels  to  needy  people  Chi’istmas 
parcels  were  also  distributed  as  usual  and  the  usual  annual  day  trip  was 
made  to  the  seaside  for  patients  and.  their  fairdlies  who  are  unlikely  to 
have  a holiday  any  other  way.

T*-)  the  Cb-alrman  and  Members  of  the  Elland  Urban  District  Council 

HadaTTi  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965» 

The  year  under  review  was  again  one  of  progress  in  all  sections  of  work 
and  details  are  given  in  the  following  pages  of  the  report. 

The  progress  made  in  our  work  depends  very  much  upon  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  staff  and  Elland  is  fortunate  in  having  a Public  Health  Department 
staffed  by  persons  who  are  keenly  interested  in  all  the  duties  controlled 
by  the  Department.  Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  fully  aware  of 
i)rssent  day  problems  and  they  seek  to  overcome  these  problems  so  as  to 
provide  in  the  ultimate  a better  environment  where  citizens  may  enjoy 
healthy  living  in  pleasant  surroundings.  Though  much  has  been  accomplished 
in  previous  years,  there  is  yet,  a great  deal  to  be  done  before  oui’  ideals 
aie  realised.  As  the  years  pass  by,  the  value  to  the  community  of  Public 
Health  Inspectors  is  widely  recognised  and  is  of  increasing  importance. 

The  value  of  public  health  vrork  cannot  be  measured  in  the  same  way 
as  the  w^ork  of  a factory  production  line.  While  dealing  \mth  the  problems 
.L  ■'.••he  -present  time,  we  are  looking  to  the  future  and  attempting  to  assess 
■’•he  benefits  to  a future  generation.  This  is,  of  course,  in  line  with 
''he  CcuTi'Cil's  general  policy.  Yet  we  are  often  criticised  "bj  citizens 
we  embark  on  a new  field  of  work  or  carry  out  a further  phase  of  a 
■'JL .. gramme.  This  is  particularly  true  so  far  as  domestic  smoke  control 
Ir.  co'.cerned,  Ve  have  during  the  year  made  a very  positive  effort  to 

vith  this  problem  and  two  Orders  have  been  made  in  respect  of  several 
h'.'ndred  properties.  We  are  in  fact  years  behind  other  authorities  in 
■f. r.is  work  and  in  order  that  we  may  bring  our  work  into  line,  ye  have  set 
'■txr  target  fairly  high.  Our  citizens  tell  us  our  effo-'-ts  are  wasted  and 
that  we  shall  never  achieve  a clean  atmosphere  so  long  as  we  tolerate  the 
emissions  from  the  brickworks  and  they  ad'vise  that  ue  postpone  domestic 
smoke  control  until  we  have  secured  an  abatement  of  the  brickworks  nuisance. 
All  the  facts  concerning  this  nuisance  have  been  examined  on  many  occasions 
and  full  reports  have  been  given  to  the  press  for  publication,  To  abandon 
domestic  smoke  control  would  be  a retrogade  step  and  the  argument  that 
domestic  smoke  control  should  not  be  accomplished  until  the  brickworks 
nuisance  can  be  a'bated  is  not  sufficiently  sound  for  this  to  be  done, 

A'J though  at  the  present  time  there  is  no  practicable  or  econo'.nic  solution 
to  the  emissions  from  the  chimneys  of  brick  kilns,  there  will  eventually 
be  found  a method  of  dealing  v;ith  this  problem. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  our  v/ork  in  1965  with  that  of  ten  years 
age.  Attention  was  then  drawn  to  the  lack  of  piped  water  supply  and  main 
drainage  in  the  rural  parts  of  our  town.  We  are  able  to  report  at  the 
p.'.'esent  time  that  schemes  for  pro-vlding  piped  water  supply  and  main  draira,ge 
tv  bhe  Upper  Greetland  area  are  now  well  under  way  and  within  the  next  two 
years  part  of  this  original  problem  will  have  been  overcome.  In  the 
Sbainlard  and  3owood  area  the  lack  of  these  ser-vices  v/il].  remain  for  the 
present  time,  but  the  area  must  not  be  overlooked  and  forgotten. 

In  1955,  housing  was  a problem,  probably  a more  serious  problem  than 
in  1965.  There  were  difficulties  in  securing  allocation  of  houses  in 
-•ufficient  numbers  to  rehouse  families  displaced  by  slum  clearance  -procedure, 
D'lring  that  year,  some  twenty  six  new  houses  were  completed.  Fifteen 
no’ises  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Grants  for  the 
improvement  of  houses  numbered  twenty  seven.  The  clearance  programme 
'acluded  six  hundred  and  sixty  houses  to  be  dealt  with  over  a period  of 
j'ifteen  years. 


Hew  this  picture  has  changed  during  the  last  decade.  Housing 
cc-eipletions  are  now  seventy-eight  and  rising  year  by  year.  The  number  of 
ho'^'.ies  represented  as  unfit  is  approaching  a hundred  a year.  Grants  for 
imprc vemeirit  of  houses  number  seventy  or  more.  Yet  we  still  have  a problem 
c.f  unfit  houses^  thirteen  hundred  or  more  to  be  dealt  with.  At  a rate  of 
a uundred  a year  it  will  be  1978  before  this  programme  is  dealt  with  and 
that  year  there  vnll  be  many  more  houses  that  have  deteriorated  to  such 
an  extent  that  their  clearance  will  become  necessary.  Many  of  the  houses 
represented  a,s  urifit  are  between  a hundred  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  years 
old.  One  must  accept  that  houses,  like  other  manufactured  articles,  wear 
ont_.  become  old  fashioned  and  obsolete.  «^^e  live  in  a world  of  changing 
standards  and  what  was  sufficient  in  the  nineteenth  century  is  no  longer 
sufficient  today.  The  redevelopment  of  our  town  centre,  in  my  opinion,  is 
the  finest  project  attempted  by  the  Goiincil  and  it  will  stand  as  an  exan^le 
to  posterity  of  how  a town  can  be  given  a new  life. 

In  other  fields  of  work  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the 
past  ten  years  meat  inspection  has  almost  doubled  and  sampling  procedure 
has  increased  considerably.  In  public  cleansing  the  problems  of  1955  were 
absenteeism  and  the  time  lost  due  to  holidays.  Currently,  there  is  little 
absenteeismp  but  the  problem  of  holidays  is  still  one  for  which  there  is  no 
rH2.dymad-j  answer.  Towards  the  end  of  1965  we  lost  more  of  our  staff  and  at 
one  time  the  service  was  operating  with  eight  men  instead  of  the  normal 
eighteen.  The  disposal  of  trade  waste  presents  a problem,  especially  when 
it  consists  of  readily  combustible  material  and  to  place  this  material  in 
the  tip  is  very  unwise.  Resort  has  been  made  to  burning  this  material  in 
snail  quantities  cn  a site  near  the  depot,  but  this  method  of  disposal  is 
'■■•ery  unsat  is  factory  and  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  problem  in  the 
near  futnra, 

S+aff  changes  interrupted  the  smooth  progress  of  our  work  during 
■'‘965 o Mr,  K,  Ramsden  secured  an  appointment  with  a neighbouring  authority 
and  resigned  his  post  with  the  Council  in  March  1965.  Mr.  Ramsden  had 
werksd  in  Elland  for  a period  of  fifteen  years  and  his  detailed  knowledge 
rf  lc.ca.1  affairs  and  local  problems  was  quite  extensive  and  impossible  to 
repiace.  At  the  beginning  of  August  1965,  Mr.  J.R.  Grace  entered  the 
Council's  service  and  he  quickly  settled  into  the  routine  of  the  department. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Mr.  R,  Smith  secured  a post  in  the  Channel 
Islands  and  resigned  his  post  with  the  Council  as  from  31st  December,  1965. 
Dr,  F,  Appleton  resigned  his  post  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  June,  1965 
and  left  Elland  to  take  up  similar  duties  in  the  south  of  England.  It  is 
many  ir-ears  since  the  Department  had  changes  in  staff  as  has  occurred  in 
1^65  and  it  is  fortunate  that  vacancies  were  filled  within  a reasonable 
period  of  time. 

In  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  staff  who  gave  me  valuable  assistance 
during  the  year  to  provide  the  material  for  this  report  and  to  my  typist  who 
ha?  corpiled  and  assembled  the  report  in  addition  to  her  other  routine  work, 

I am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr,  Appleton  who  has  given  me  guidance  on 
irany  oceasiorLS  and  whom  I regarded  as  a very  friendly  colleague,  I am. 
indented  to  Dr,  Milligan,  who  took  over  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  and 
t.  my  fellow  officers  for  their  friendliness,  help  and  advice  which  was 
gi  Ten  to  m.e  whenever  required. 

Finally,  my  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman,  Vice- 
C'"uj.-'man  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  many  ways  in  which  they 
ha /e  given  support  to  our  work  during  the  year,  and  I trust  that  our  efforts 
in  fu'^ure  years  will  continue  to  merit  that  support,

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FOOD  HYGIENE  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES

Staff  changes  and  vacancies  interrupted  progress  in  the  work  of  food 
hygiene  and  consequently  there  was  no  marked  increase  in  this  work.  The 
majority  of  premises  have  a good  standard  of  hygiene  and  co-operation 
between  the  food  traders  and  the  department  has  been  maintained, 

A total  of  400  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  throughout 
the  district.  These  were  mainly  of  a supervisory  nature  and  in  no  case  was 
action  found  to  be  necessary. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  within  the  Council's  area 
and  samples  of  ice  cream  are  taken  from  retail  shops  or  from  street  vendors. 
Of  29  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  from  these  sources,  28  were  reported  as 
satisfactory.  The  processes  of  manufacture  and  distribution  of  ice  cream 
have  reached  such  a high  standard  that  samples  rarely  fail  the  prescribed 
test. 


There  were  three  complaints  by  members  of  the  public  of  the  sale  of 
food  foijind  to  be  unsatisfactory  or  containing  foreign  bodies.  All  three 
complaints  were  investigated  and  in  each  case  a cautionary  letter  was  sent 
tc  the  manufacturer  of  each  food  concerned. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  five  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Council's  area,  and 
they  were  used  regularly  throughout  the  year  for  the  slaughter  of  animals. 
The  facilities  offered  by  these  slaughterhouses  are  adequate  at  the  present 
time  for  the  number  of  animals  being  dressed.  It  is  regrettable  that  a 
oarge  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  these  premises  are  for  distribution 
in  adjoining  districts. 

Because  of  this  anomaly,  meat  inspection  continues  to  occupy  a 
majcr  portion  of  your  Inspectors*  time  and  entails  many  hours  of  working 
outside  normal  office  hours.  To  their  credit  they  accept  this  task 
without  complaint. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  690  visits  to 
5 laughter house 3 and  inspected  10,06l  animals  which  had  been  slaughtered 
and  dressed  on  these  premises.  This  represented  a 7%  decrease  on  last 
year’s  figures.

In  spite  of  the  work  already  done  to  eliminate  Tubercle  Bacillus 
fr-um  .milk,  there  still  remains  the  problem  of  milk  infected  by  the 
organism  Brucella  Abortus,  Thirty  nine  samples  of  Untreated  milk  from 
retailers  wers  examined  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory  Service  for  • 
BritielloBis  and  seventeen  were  notified  as  being  positive.  By  co-operation 
with  the  niilk  producer  the  sale  of  infected  milk  was  stopped  and  the  supply 
sent  for  heat  treatment  until  the  results  of  samples  from  the  cows  became 
known.  Three  herds  were  found  to  have  positive  excretors  and  ninety 
eight  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  cows.  Of  these,  seventeen  were 
prreami  to  be  positive.  In  each  herd,  the  offending  cows  were  identified, 
is  la ted  and  eventually  disposed  of  by  the  producer,  following  which  the 
pr"ducei-  was  able  to  resume  normal  production  and  distribution  of  Untreated

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HAWKERS  OF  FOOD 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951,  contains 
provisions  for  the  registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises. 

Ten  persons  are  registered  for  the  hawking  of  food  within  the  area. 


MARKET  STALLS 


Ellard  has  the  traditional  type  of  open  air  market  and  approximately 
ten  stalls  are  set  out  on  the  market  square  on  Friday  of  each  week.  In 

addition  there  are  two  lock-up  stalls  which  are  permanently  sited  on  the 
square.  The  lock-up  premises  are  used,  one  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  the 
other  for  the  sale  of  fish.  The  open  stalls  are  used  mainly  for  the  sale 
of  clothing,  greengrocery,  sweet  confectionery,  biscuits  and  eggs.  The 
stalls  are  frequently  inspected  to  ensure  that  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are 
being  observed  so  far  as  is  practicable.  This  method  of  food  trading, 
although  accepted  as  part  of  community  life,  does  not  easily  lend  itself 
to  strict  con^jliance  with  legal  standards,  but  generally  speaking,  a good 
standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  public 
conveniences  on  the  market  square, completed  in  1962,  have  been  much 
appreciated  by  the  market  stall  holders,  providing  as  they  do  a room  with 
sinks  and  hot  and  cold  water  in  order  that  food  handlers  may  have  washing 
facilities.

Diirir)^  the  year,  19  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  to  cases  of 
infectious  disease  when  found  to  be  necessary.  Any  bedding  etc.  for 
disinfection  and  disinfestation  by  steam  is  taken  to  the  disinfector  at 
Mill  Hill  Hospital,  Huddersfield.  Library  books  are  disinfected  and 
returned  to  the  Council’s  Library. 

TMrty  five  inspections  of  verminous  premises  were  made  in 
ccoiection  with  disinfestation  work.  This  is  a reduction  on  last  year’s 
iigure.  Treatments  were  effectively  carried  out  and  proprietory 
insecticides  used  in  the  process*

Information  has  been  recorded  in  respect  of  63  boiler  plants,  the 
following  being  a classification  of  the  types  of  boiler  and  methods  of 
firing  at  31st  December,  1965.

A total  of  54  officially  recorded  observations  were  carried  out 
uniier  ”The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1958'*  and  in  12 
cases s Section  30,  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
contraventions  of  the  regulations.  In  addition,  numerous  cautions  by 
t-elephcne  and  personal  visits  to  firms  concerned  were  made  by  the  Public 
Healtn  Inspectors, 


The  National  Coal  Board  gave  valuable  assistance  and  advice  where 
coal  fired  boiler  plant  was  found  to  emit  smoke  on  contravention  of  the 
Regulations..  As  a result  of  their  work,  a number  of  boiler  plants  were 
e„?8mined9  regulated  where  necessary,  and  in  some  instances  provided  with 
better  grade  of  fuel,  all  of  which  helped  to  reduce  smoke  emission  to 
a minimum. 
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Interest  in  the  use  of  liquid  fuel  continued  to  grow  and  during  the 
year,  one  oil-fired  system  was  installed  to  replace  a solid  fuel  system 
which  had  been  a cause  of  smoke  niiisance# 

As  a result  of  this  work,  one  unsatisfactory  sprinkler  unit  was 
discontinued  ajid  the  modified  plant  may  now  be  operated  smokelessly. 

Elland  is  an  industrial  town  and  like  many  similar  towns  in  the  West 
Riding,  had  its  atmosphere  polluted  by  the  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys 
of  industrial  premises.  In  this  area,  industry  may  generally  be  classified 
into  two  sections,  the  first  section  including  all  premises  where  space 
heating  and  heat  for  processing  is  provided  by  the  combustion  of  fuel  in  a 
conventional  type  of  boiler  plant  having  a chimney  to  exhaust  to  atmosphere 
the  waste  gases  arising  from  the  combustion  process  and  the  second  section 
including  premises  where  special  processes  of  manufacture  are  carried  out. 

So  far  as  conventional  boiler  plant  is  concerned,  smoke  emission  from 
this  source  is  almost  non-existent.  Observation  of  chimneys  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  smoke  emission  occurred  on  few  occasions.  The 
industriallists  in  our  town  have  responded  well  to  the  Glean  Air  Act,  1956, 
and  the  majority  of  boiler  plants  have  been  modified  so  that  they  may  be 
fired  and  operated  as  to  be  smokeless.  It  is  the  exception  to  seek  dark 
smoke  emission  from  an  industrial  chimney  in  this  town  and  Elland  can  claim 
success  in  minimizing  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  from  this  source. 

Special  processes  which  utilise  solid  fuel  may  be  sub-divided  into 
processes  administered  by  the  Council  and  processes  administered  by  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate.  The  Alkali  Inspectorate  works  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Council  and  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the  chimney  of 
Elland  Power  Station  and  the  chimneys  of  the  Blackley  Works  and  Woodman 
Works  of  a local  brick  manufacturing  company.  Frequent  visits  to  these 
premises  during  the  year  were  made  by  the  Alkali  Inspector  to  inspect  the 
plant  and  processes  following  upon  which  advice  was  offered  to  the  occupiers 
in  order  that  chimney  emission  could  be  kept  to  a minimum.  The  Council  is 
responsible  for  the  sijpervision  of  three  chimneys  serving  kilns  used  for  the 
production  of  common  bricks  at  the  Itlas  Works  of  the  above  company.  As  in 
previous  years,  these  chimneys  have  undoubtedly  been  the  major  problem  during 
the  year  and  serious  nuisance  from  the  dense  emission  which  pollutes  the 
atmosphere  of  the  town  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  We  are  aware 
that  the  problem  is  not  one  of  unsuitable  fuel  or  unsuitable  plant  or 
unsuitable  labour  as  is  often  the  case.  The  density  of  the  emission  is 
caused  by  an  excessive  quantity  of  sulphur  contained  in  the  material  used 
for  the  manufacture  of  bricks.  Great  effort  has  been  made  to  find  a 
solution  to  this  problem,  but  without  success.  We  are  advised  that  there 
is  no  known  technical  solution  to  this  problem, of  emission.from  the  chimneys 
of  brick  kilns.  Full  co-operation  between  the  Council's  Officers  and 
con^jany  representatives  was  maintained  during  the  many  discussions  which 
took  place  during  the  year. 


During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  the  field  of  domestic  pollution, 

A programme  of  environmental  hygiene  work  would  be  incomplete  if  hygiene  of 
the  atmosphere  is  omitted.  The  atmosphere  is  the  source  of  siapply  of  the 
air  we  breathe  and  a sufficient  supply  of  clean  air  is  as  essential  to  healthy 
living  as  is  clean  food,  a pure  water  supply,  efficient  disposal  of  waste 
materials,  good  housing  and  the  many  other  services  which  have  received 
clcse  attention  during  the  last  century. 


The  aim  is  to  rid  the  atmosphere  of  pollutants  such  as  soot,  dirt 
and  tarry  matters  which  are  discharged  from  domestic  chimneys  where  bitumous 
coal  is  burned  inefficiently  on  open  grates.  The  means  by  which  this  can 
be  done  is  by  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  areas  throughout  the  area 
of  Elland,  planned  so  that  by  the  early  1970 's  the  whole  of  Elland  will  be 
effectively  controlled  and  the  atmosphere  then  should  be  as  clean  and  free 
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from  domestic  smoke  pollution  as  that  of  any  seaside  town.  The  inhabitants 
x^rill  benefit  in  health  and  economy  and  the  effect  should  further  enhance  the 
civic  pride  of  the  town. 

Three  smoke  control  areas,  established  during  1963,  continue  to  work 
satisfactorily.  During  the  year  two  further  areas  were  submitted  to  the 
MirJLster  for  confirmation,  the  Elland  (No,2)  Smoke  Control  Area  and  the 
Stainland  (No,2)  Smoke  Control  Area,  Whilst  progress  has  been  somewhat 
slower  than  is  desirable,  it  is  anticipated  that  during  1966  and  future 
years,  the  aim  will  be  to  declare  areas  of  about  300  d\>relling  houses  each 
year. 

The  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  collaboration  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  record 
iriforraation  for  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  The  information 
pro  prided  by  apparatus  sited  in  Elland  provides  a small  but  useful 
contribution  to  national  statistics  on  air  pollution.

This  Act  received  Royal  Assent  on  31st  July,  1963>  and  makes  fresh 
provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed 
to  work  in  office  or  shop  premises  and  provision  for  securing  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  certain  railway  premises » 


The  provision  relating  to  registrations  of  premises  became  effective 
on  1st  May,  1964,  and  most  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into 
operation  on  1st  August,  1964.

The  work  of  survey  and  treatment  was  carried  out  by  a private 
contractor  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  It  has  been  found  that  this  method  of  operation 
IS  speedy,  efficient  and  economical. 

The  Council  is  required  to  carry  out  regular  inspections  of  the 
district  so  as  to  prevent  damage  and  danger  to  health  by  rodent  infestations. 
The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  651  aru5.  as  a result  of 
this  work,  170  treatments  were  carried  out.

It  is  considered  that  many  of  these  cannot  be  readily  converted, 
but  until  such  time  as  a detailed  survey  of  all  these  closets  is  carried 
out,  arid  their  sites  and  sources  cf  drainage  investigated,  it  would  be 
unwise  to  accept  'Ohis  as  a fact.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  many  privies 
and  pail  cii.osets  will  serve  properties  having  a restricted  life  because  of 
the  preposed  action  uiider  the  Housing  Acts  and  in  these  cases  where  life 
of  property  is  short  and  main  drainage  not  available,  it  will  be  uneconomical

DRAINAGE  AInID  SEWERAGE 

Thera  was  again  very  little  improvement  during  the  year  in  the 
drairiage  of  the  outer  and  more  rural  parts  of  the  town.  No  scheme  of 
main  drainage  has  yet  been  designed  to  serve  these  isolated  communities 
because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  future  life  of  the  properties  which  are 
in  most  cases  old,  sub-standard  and  often  in  a state  of  disreprdr. 

Because  cf  their  situation  in  green  belt  areas,  the  possibility  of  re- 
de'^elopment  of  these  areas  is  most  uncertain.  During  the  year  1964  the 
Upper  Greetland  area  was  surveyed  by  consulting  engineers  on  behalf  of 
the  Council  ani  a scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  this  area  was  prepared 
and  submitted  for  consideration  by  the  Council.  The  scheme  was  approved 
by  the  Co-oncil  arxl  now  awaits  approval  of  the  Minister. 

The  absence  of  a proper  sewer  and  piped  water  supply  makes  it 
difficult  to  enforce  legal  pro\-isions  concerning  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  Gyuncil,  recognising  this  fact,  agreed  to  make  a contribution  towai-ds 
the  coct  of  private  schemes  cf  drainage  for  either  isolated  properties  or 
gr  .-•pH  ‘y_  properties  in  order  that  they  could  be  improved  to  a modern 
standard  <’f  amenity.  Little  advantage  has,  however,  been  taken  of  the 
srhciie  •u.ring  the  year. 

A considerable  amount  of  drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
with  improvement  work,  closet  conversions  and  repair  of 
dsfertive  drair.s.  This  type  of  work  is  increasing  year  by  year,

volatiles  ard  su'cke.  The  investigaticij  of  drainage  complaints  and  subsequent 
action  taken  occupies  a fair  measure  of  timeo  and  over  one  hundred  and  fifty 
re-visits  ■were  carried  outo  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  sixteen  legal 
notices  in  respect  of  drainage  defects  and  of  these,  eight  were  complied  with 
by  the  owner,  while  the  reirairring  notices  were  executed  by  the  Council  and  the 
costs  recharged  to  the  owners  of  the  properties  involved.  A number  of  choked 
drains  were  released  by  the  department  in  addition  to  other  default  work.

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HOUSING 


A record  of  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  is  shown  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Section 
of  the  report.  Details  are  given  of  three  areas  of  property  which  were 
inspected  and  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  during  the  year^ 

The  total  number  of  houses  dealt  with  was  83.  9 houses  were  also 

represented  as  individual  unfit  houses,  of  which  2 houses  were  closed  and 
7 were  subject  to  demolition  orders. 

During  1965,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held 
a Public  Local  Inquiry  in  respect  of  the  New  Street/Brooks bank  Street 
(Elland)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  The  Order  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  without  modification. 

The  great  value  of  compulsory  purchase  power  is  that  complete 
demolition  and  site  clearance  can  be  secured  and  until  future  development 
takes  place  a site  can  be  kept  clean  and  tidy  and  often  put  to  some  useful 
purpose.  When  clearance  orders  and  demolition  orders  are  operative, 
owners  tend  to  forget  their  liability  to  demolish  property  once  vacation 
has  been  secured.  No  doubt  much  uncertainty  exists  in  the  minds  of  owners 
as  to  their  liabilities  and  many  believe  that  their  responsibilities  end 
when  the  tenant  is  rehoused  by  the  local  authority.  Often,  they  have  no 
desire  to  redevelop  a site  themselves  or  they  may  be  prevented  from  so 
doing  because  of  other  abutting  ownerships  or  restriction  in  size,  shape 
and  location  of  a site  and  consequently  they  show  little  or  no  interest 
in  it.  The  problem  of  untidy?  sites,  half  demolished  and  vacant  clearance 
property  becomes  more  difficult  as  time  passes  by  since  property  and  sites 
are  sold  to  other  persons  in  an  attempt  by  an  owner  to  evade  his 
responsibilities . 

There  was  once  again  great  activity  in  Westgate  throughout  1965 
as  the  construction  of  phase  one  of  the  Council's  redevelopment  programme 
progressed,  Qor  sitiserB  who  severly  criticised  the  Council's  forward 
thinking  and  planning  were  at  last  able  to  see  the  image  of  the  new  town 
centre  and  appreciate  the  skilful  design  and  planning  of  the  blocks  of 
flats  and  houses.  Phase  two  of  the  programme  was  commenced  during  the 
year  on  the  Church  Street  site.  It  is  now  orily  a matter  of  time  before 
the  centre *of  Elland  becomes  a model  of  what  can  be  accomplished  by  clear 
and  enterprising  thinking  and  planning  by  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
their  Officers^

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 

Section  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Povrers)  Act  19:"  1,. 
provides  for  the  registration  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  and  no  person  shall 
carry  on  such  a business  on  any  premises  within  the  district  unless  he  and 
those  premises  are  registered  by  the  local  authority, 

The  section  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  byelaws  for 
securing  the  cleanliness  of  premises  and  equipment  and  the  cleanliness  of 
persons  employed  in  such  premises.  Byelaws  have  been  made  under  this  section 
and  they  are  in  operation  in  this  area. 

There  are  9 Gentlemans  and  19  Ladies  hairdressing  establishments  on  the 
register  and  6 \risits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 
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TEOT3.  VANS  AMD  SHEDS 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960  confers  on 
local  authorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  The 
Act  aims  to  secure  that  all  caravan  sites  are  properly  equipped  and  run 
and  that  sites  are  not  allowed  in  the  wrong  places.  Sites  may  only  be 
established  where  the  occupier  of  the  site  holds  a site  licence,  and  this 
is  dependant  upon  the  occupier  having  a successful  planning  permission  to 
develop  land  as  a site  for  the  stationing  of  caravans.  The  Act  also 
empowers  a local  authority  to  attach  conditions  to  site  licences  which 
ensinre  adequate  control  over  the  site. 

There  is  one  site  within  this  area  licensed  for  the  stationing  of 
16  caravans.  The  site  is  conveniently  positioned  near  the  centre  of  the 
town  and  yet  is  well  screened  from  view  by  trees.  The  site  is  well 
managed  and  no  complaints  have  arisen  during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  -;951 

This  is  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  it  makes 
prevision  for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  pet  shops. 

One  premise  is  registered  as  a pet  shop,  and  throughout  the  year 
conditions  were  satisfactory. 

RAG  FLOCK  AID  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT  1961 

This  Act  forbids  the  use  of  certain  filling  materials  for  upholstering 
filling  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  etc,  except  on  premises  registered 
by  the  local  authority.  Premises  used  for  the  storage  or  manufacture  of 
rag  flock  must  be  licensed. 

Provisions  are  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unclean  filling 
materials  and  regulations  have  been  made  which  set  out  standards  of 
cleanliness  for  filling  materials. 

No  premises  were  in  use  during  the  year  for  any  purpose  within  the 
scope  of  this  Act,

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  the  duties  of 
Petroleum  Officer  for  the  Elland  Urban  District.  Duties  under  the  above 
Act  include  the  annual  licensing  of  premises  where  stocks  of  petroleum  or 
petroleum  mixtures  are  kept,  and  the  inspection  and  testing  of  all  new 
pumps  and  installations  for  the  storage  of  petrol, 

62  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  2 licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  I'lixtures. 

Your  Inspectors  work  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Fire  Service. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  Elland.  This  is  an  enclosed 
bath  vrlth  heated  water  which  is  subject  to  treatment  by  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination.  The  process  ensures  that  the  bath  water  is  completely 
changed  during  an  approximate  period  of  4 hours. 

During  the  year  30  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  bath  and 
of  these,  29  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 
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LAND  CHARGES 


The  amount  of  work  in  connection  with  Land  Charges  enqui.ries  increases 
year  by  year  and  it  is  surprising  how  many  properties  and  pieces  of  land  change 
ownership  during  the  course  of  a year. 

520  enquiry  forms  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  much  valuable 
time  was  used  in  searching  through  records,  perusing  of  mups  and  visiting 
properties  in  order  that  accurate  information  could  be  returned. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


This  section  of  Public  Health  work  embraces  a verjr  wide  field  of 
activity  including  as  it  does  the  collection  and  di  posal  of  house  and  trade 
ref’>ise,  the  cleansing  and  emptying  of  pail  closets,  privies  and  cesspools, 
salvage  cperaticns,  street  cleansing,  and  gulley  em.ptylng.  These  duties  are 
divided  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Surveyors  Department,  street 
cleansing  and  gulley  emptying  being  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor. 

The  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  continued  to  be  regular 
throughout  the  year,  a weekly  service  being  maintained  except  during  inclement 
weather,  holidays  and  illness  of  staffs 

It  becomes  increasingly  apparent  as  the  years  pass  by  tnat  the 
character  of  house  refuse  is  rapidly  changing  from  one  of  weight  to  one  of 
bulk.  One  reason  for  this  is  the  increasing  use  of  the  disposable  container, 
usually  of  paper  or  plastic  material  and  designed  to  be  light  in  weight  and 
durable.  Because  of  their  purpose,  many  of  these  containers  are  necessarily 
of  a bulky  nature.  Nowadays  almost  everything  is  enclosed  ir  a container  of 
seme  description,  a practice  which  is  admirable  where  food  is  soncerned,  but 
which  also  provides  a collection  and  disposal  problem.  The  introduction  of 
smoke  control  areas,  the  erection  of  imilti-storey  flats  and  other  types  of 
special  pr6mi.8es  will  provi.de  further  changes  in  the  character  of  refuse  in 
future  years  as  these  programmes  of  development  and  improvement  are  brought 
into  being  within  the  town. 

Arising  from  the  foregoing  is  the  problem  of  domestic  storage  of  refuse 
and  the  capacity  of  the  storage  container  in  relation  to  the  frequency  of 
collection.  The  method  of  storage  of  refuse  in  this  part  of  the  country 
is  the  traditional  dustbin.  The  capacity  of  dustbins  used  in  this  area  is 
three  and  one  quarter  cubic  feet  and  this  size  has  in  recent  years  Luen 
sufficient  bo  accommodate  the  amoufxt  of  refuse  nroduced  b”’’  the  averege 
household  in  one  week.  All  too  often  do  people  request  the  provi.si  :'n  of 
a secord  tin  to  accommodate  the  increased  amount  of  refuse  which  in  r.ost- 
cases  is  due  to  a variety  of  disposable  containers.  Householders  couid  do 
much  to  relieve  this  overflow  if  they  took  the  trouble  to  fill  small  co.rtons 
with  other-  forms  of  dense  refuse  or  alternatively,  if  they  cut  the  cor  '-^s 
of  large  cartons  and  folded  them  neatly,  the  department  will  collect  th-  as 
an  item  of  salvage. 

The  Council  administers  a Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  and  during  the 
year,  64.O  dustbins  were  provided  to  premises  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of 
£931.  Much  has  been  said  and  written  about  the  Paper  Sack  system  of  refiose 
storage  and  it  is  recognised  that  the  system  has  advantages  and  disadvantag js. 
There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  hygiene  of  this  method  of  ref'ose 
storage  and  it  is  now  well  established  and  accepted  by  many  authorities . 

This  method  of  storage  by  means  of  a disposable  container  is  used  at  Melrose 
and  at  the  new  Westgate  Development.  144  sacks  are  in  use  and  have  proved 
completely  satisfactory.  The  scheme  vdll  be  extended  to  Church  Street 
d’uring  1966  when  the  second  phase  of  flats  and  house  construction  is 
completed.

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For  collection  purposes  the  town  is  divided  into  three  areas,  two 
of  which  comprise  the  built  up  oarts  of  the  town  and  the  third  being  the 
more  rural  and  sparsely  populated  areas » Four  vehicles  are  used  for  this 

work,  two  of  these  being  large  capacity  compression  vehicles  which  collect 
refuse  from  the  areas  of  high  density  building,  and  two  side  loaders,  one 
of  which  is  specially  adapted  fcr  the  cleauising  of  pails,  a service  carried 
out  in  conjunction  with  the  collection  of  refuse  in  the  rural  areas.  The 
second  side  loader  is  used  for  the  collection  of  salvage  and  for  collections 
not  normally  made  by  other  vehicles. 

The  continuous  system  of  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  in  this 
area,  A five  day  week  is  in  operation  and  no  cleansing  work  is  done  on 
Saturday  mornings.  For  a number  of  years  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  has 
been  in  operation  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  regularity  of  collection 
on  a weekly  fiequency  is  due  to  the  added  incentive  provided  by  this 
scheme. 


Mention  lias  been  irade  of  the  variable  characteristics  of  domestic 
refuse  and  these  variations  are  often  the  case  of  special  collectioris. 

It  is  difficult  to  refuse  a collection  service  for  the  oddities  that  arise 
from  time  to  time  and  it  is  carried  out  mainly  to  prevent  nuisances  arising 
from  the  indiscriminate  dumpir^g  of  articles  on  areas  of  land  which  very 
quickly  develop  into  uncontrolled  tips.

and  rage  are  taken  to  the  Depot  building j which  is  conveniently  situated  near 
the  tip,  where  they  'are  placed  with  other  materials  salvaged  during  collectiono  \ 
By  far  the  greatest  item  of  sal’^age  is  waste  paper  and  cardboard  and  during  k 

the  year  210  tons  of  this  material  was  collected  by  the  v ^te  paper  vehicle  (' 

arid  by  other  vehicles  during  cclleeticn  of  house  refi^feo  This  material  forms 
an  extrem.ely  useful  form  of  revenueo  Cardboard  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the 
depot  in  r large  ground  floor  room  in  which  is  presided  a Cameo  electrically 
driven  baling  press  and  two  manually  operated  presses  which  axe  used,  one  to 
bale  newsprint  arjd  the  other  to  bale  rags.  There  has  been  no  difficuilty  in 
the  disposal  cf  cardboard  and  waste  paper  and  no  shortage  of  cutlets  for  the 
disposal  cf  metals  (except  tins)  arxi  textiles.  The  Council  is  fortunate  in 
having  the  Lowfields  Depot  building  which  provides  an  ideal  centre  for  a 
public  cleansing  service.  The  building  provides  on  the  greurbi  floor  ample 
garage  space p a larger  paper  baling  room,  a much  too  large  storage  room  for 
dustbins  and  refuse  containers,  showers  and  sanitary  accommicdation  for  the 
cleansing  staff.  The  first  floor  presides  a large  storage  room,  for  baled 
paper  and  cardboard,  an  office  for  the  foreman,  and  a dlrdng  room  for  the 
staff.  Other  areas  cf  floor  space  are  available  for  other  uses.  An  electric 
hoist  is  provided  for  transferring  bales  of  paper  from  one  flier  to  sriother, 

Duriiig  the  night  of  Sat'orday,  28th  August,  1965,  a fire  .aused 
extensive  damage  to  the  Depot  and  to  the  machinery  for  baling  .;.nd  heistirig 
of  paper.  Fifty  tons  of  paper  and  ca-rdboard  were  destroyed  or  seriously 
damaged  and  a major  portion  of  the  floor-  and  roof  cf  the  first  floor  store 
room  was  similar ly  damaged,  Fortunatelj,  rene  of  the  refuse  collection 
vehicles  X7ere  affected  by  the  fire  and  the  prompt  action  of  the  Fire  Service 
and  their  effective  control  of  the  fire  prevented  the  loss  of  the  entire 
building. 

Several  days  were  spent  in  clearing  away  debris  and  making  the  premises 
usuable  until  such  timie  as  repairs  could  be  commenced.  The  damaged  baling 
press  and  hoist  equipment  were  sent  away  for  repair  and  I am  gratefii  to  Thames 
Board  Mills  who  msade  available  on  loan  to  the  Co^Jincil,  a baling  press  which 
er.abled  the  baling  of  paper  to  be  resumied.  Repairs  to  the  building  'ad  not 
been  completed  by  the  end  of  1965,

Four  vehicles  are  in  daily  use  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and 
waste  paper  and  for  the  cleansing  of  privies  and  pail  closets.  In  addition 
to  these,  a small  pickup  vehicle  is  used  by  the  foreman  for  transport 
purposes  and  also  for  the  collection  of  small  items  of  refuse  and  salvage. 
During  1965  the  Austin  15  cvrb.  pickup  vehicle  was  replaced  by  a similar 
vehicle. 


Maintenance  of  the  fleet  is  carried  out  by  a local  garage  and  the 
refiise  collection  service  was  not  impaired  by  major  breakdown.. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  is  collected  by  the  2 large  capacity  compression 
vehicles.  Details  of  the  vehicles  in  operation  during  1965  are  set  out  in 
the  table  on  the  following  page. 

The  staff  of  19  men  engaged  on  public  cleansing  duties  have  again 
given  yeomen  service  throughout  the  year.  Difficulties  arose  from  staff 
changes  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  men  are  provided  with 
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suitable  protective  clothing  to  enable  the  work  to  be  carried  out  with  a 
minimum  of  discomfort  and  without  unnecessary  wear  and  tear  to  their  personal 
elothingc.  The  variety  of  protective  clothing  issued  according  to  the  type 
of  work  being  done  consists  of  Donkey  Jackets,  Overalls,  Gloves  and  Wellington 
Boots,  and  these  items  are  well  appreciated  by  the  staff.
